eS for many months to the railway com- 


mission in convection with defeetive 
fencing or no feneing by railway com 
panies of their right of ways, and the 
jaw regarding cattle guards not be. 

ing complied with. As a result of 
those complaints the railway commis. 

sion has issued an order ordering all 
railway companies to erect aud main- 
tain within a year fences of medium 
height with swing gates at farm 
crossings, cattle ‘guards on each 
side of bigbhways and every railcross- 
ing level. Sliding gates built before 
1904 may stay. It is ordered within 
a year that all railways shall con- 
struct and maintain suitable and 
proper highway crossings with a 30 
foot road surface on concession and 


main roads and eixteen foot on side 
and brash roads.
